Dear Mr, Dulles: 

We are presently planning a second Conference of the National 
Defense Executive Reserve to be held at the Sheraton Park Hotel 
on May 23 and 24, I960. The first conference of this group, as 
you may recall, was held in Washington, D. C. , in November 1957. 

The Executive Reserve is presently composed of approximately 
1900 executives from all parts of the United States recruited from 
industry, education, the professions, and labor and is expected to 
increase several hundred by May I960. These executives willman 
top positions in Government in the event of a national emergency.
